Aquacenter must come first |

PONTOON BEACH 
major shopping center that 
developers .had contemplated 
building in the village has been 
placed on hold until a decision is 
made on where the Mid-America 
Aquacenter will be built. 

Mathis Properties had been 
interested in building a 300,000 
square-foot shopping. center on 
the southeast corner. of Inter- 
state 270 and Illinois 111. But 
Dan Kempland, an official with 
the company, said, “‘It’s all up 
in the air right now.” 

The reason is uncertainty over 


where the Aquacenter will 
built. 

Pontoon Beach had made the 
first bid to bring the Aquacenter 
here, but lately Collinsville has 
been trying to attract the Aqua- 
center to a location nearer-to its 
Gateway Center convention facil- 
ity. 

On June 21, the Collinsville 
Metropolitan Exposition Audito- 
rium and Office Building Author- 
ity voted to seek a $450,000 grant 
from the Illinois Department of 
Conservation to pay for a com- 
prehensive study of the Aquacen- 
ter project. 

On July 31, the convention 
authority voted to request up to 


be 


$17 million from the state to 
build the Aquacenter. It has not 
heard yet whether’ either grant 
would be forthcoming.

lies Act (ADA) grants civil 
hts protection to the nation’s 
citizens with disabilities. It deals 
vith workplace discrimination 
ased on disability 

The law. defines disability “as 
physical or mental impairments ~- 
ufeeting one or more life activi- 
People with epilepsy, diabe- 
and AIDSvare included. 

Businesses, with 25 or more 
mployees must be in compli- 
nee within'-two years of the 
bill's enactment. Employers will 
be prohibited from- discriminat- 
‘ug based on ‘disability in hiring, 
ing, advahcement and com- 
ensation. 

Employers are required to 
make reasonable accommoda- 
1ons for applicants with disabili- 
ties, unless the employer can 
how that doing so would cause 
tudue hardship. As defined in 
ihe law, “reasonable accommo- 
Jations’’ could’include making 
teitities accessible to the- handi- 
apped and restructuring jobs. 

“Undue hardship" is defined 
‘san action requiring significant 
iffieulty or expense. Such fac- 
tors—as_business size and budget 
vill be taken into account in 
leciding whether a change is 
:easonable or a hardship. 

Under the Act, public tele- 
one service is required to pro 
interstate or intrastate tele- 
mmunication relay services to 
\paring- or speech-impaired 
mployees who use non-voice 
erminal devices (TDDs) 

The law also outlines require- 
ents and timetables for mak- 
Mg public transportation by bus 
md rail accessible to those in 
wheelchairs.

With the changes in state law 
dealing with banning of yard 
waste from Illinois landfills, the 
Press-Record/Journal has 
received a number of comments 
and questions regarding com- 
posting. 

Following is a_ step-by-step 
procedure on building your own 
compost hin, gathered from a 
variety of sources. We hope you 
find it useful in doing your share 
to preserve the environment: 


Remove grass and sod {rom 
the area where you will con 
struct your compost pile to allow 
materials to have direct contact 
with soil microorganisms. 

The following ‘‘recipe’’ for 
constructing your compost heap 
is recommended for best results: 

First’ layer: 3-4 inches of 
chopped brush or other coarse 
material on top of the soil sur- 
face allows air circulation 
around the base of the heap. 

Second lay 6-8 inches of 
mixed leaves, gra’ clippings, 
sawdust, etc. Materials should 
be ‘sponge damp.” 

Third layer: 1 inch of soil 
serves an an inoculant by adding

microorganisms to the heap. 

Fourth layer: 2 inches of 
manure or a handful of commer- 
cial fertilizer to provide the 
nitrogen needed by microorgan- 
isms. Sprinkle:lime, wood ash 
and/or rock phosphate over the 
layer of manure to reduce the 
heap’s acidity. Add water if the 
manure is dry. 

Fifth layer: Repeat 1 to 4 until 
the bin is almost full. Top off the 
heap with a 4- tp 6-ineh layer of 
straw, and scoop out a basin at 
the top to catch rain water. 

A properly made heap will 
reach temperatures of 140 
degrees to 160 degrees in four to 
five days. At this time, you'll 
notice the pile ‘‘settling,’’ a good 
sign that your.heap is working 
properly. = 

After five to six weeks, fork 
the materials into a new pile, 
turning the outside of the old 
heap jnto the center of the new 
pile. Add water if necessary 

You shouldn’t need to turn 
your heap a second time. The 
compost should be ready to use 
within three to four months. 

A heap started in late spring 
can be ready for use in the 






You, too, can build compost bin, and should 


autumn. Start another heap in 
thé autumn for use in the spring. 

You can make compost even 
faster by turning the pile more 
often. Check the internal temper- 
regularly. When it 
decreases substantially, usually 
after about a week, turn the pile. 

Compost is ready to use when 
it is dark brown, crumbly, and 
earth-smelling. Let it stabilize 
for a few extra days and screen 
it through a half-inch screen if 
you want the’ finest product. 

Turn your soil, apply 1-3 
inches of layers of compost, and 
work it in well, up to one pound, 
a heaping, double handful, per 
square foot. 

‘These are four different types 
of bins that can be built: 

Snow Fence Bin 

Bins made with prefabricated 
snow fencing are popular 
because they are simple to make 
and easy to move and store., To 
build this bin, buy the appropri- 
ate Jonette of prefabricated fenc- 
ing and fasten two-by-fours to 
the bottom to form a square. 

Woven Wire Bin 

One easy-to-make,’ economical 
container requires only a:length 









of woven wire fencing. Multiply 
the diameter you want-for the 
compost heap by 3.2. That’s the 
length of fencing you should buy. 
Fasten the ends with wire or 
with three or four small chain 
snaps, available at any hard- 
ware store, to make a circle. 

Block or Brick Bin 

Compost bins can be made 
with bricks, cement blocks or 
rocks. Just lay thé blocks with- 
out mortar. Leave. spaces 
between each block to permit 
aeration. Pile them upto form 
three sides of a square container 
ora three-bin unit. Phis bin is 
sturdy, durable and easily acces- 
sible. 

Wooden Bin 

Covered wooden bins allow 
convenient protection from pests 
and heavy rains. Construct bins 
with removable fronts or sides 
so that materials can be easily . 
turned. Old wooden pallets can | 
be used for construction. Wire 
mesh can be substituted for 
wooden sides to increase air | 
flow. . ’

can also be -purchased through - 
most gardening catalogs.
